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1 Introduction 


This software guide gives details of how to install or reinstall the software for 
Practical modern statistics (M249). It does not provide any information about 
how to use the software: this is covered in the Introduction to statistical modelling 
and in the four computer books. 


Note on 64-bit systems 


The instructions in this guide were written for 32-bit systems. Typically, 32-bit 
software installed on a 64-bit system will be installed into a folder in 
C:\Program Files (x86) rather than C:\Program Files. For SPSS, the 
installer will automatically detect whether your system is 32- or 64-bit and install 
the appropriate SPSS version. The 64-bit SPSS installer may detect that some 
extra software is required and automatically start a Microsoft Visual C++ 2008 
Redistributable installation, which you should allow. 


Note on Windows 8 


The instructions in this guide were written before Windows 8 and 10 were 
released and they apply to Windows XP, Windows Vista and Windows 7. In 
Windows 8, the original Start menu with its organized groups is no longer 
available as standard. It has been replaced by a Start screen. The default view of 
the Start screen displays icons for some (but not all) of the entries that would 
have been in the Start menu. To provide something similar to the old Start menu, 
the Windows 8 Start screen also has an Apps view that displays all the entries by 
group. 


If you are using the Desktop view in Windows 8, you can access the default view 
of the Start screen by pressing the Windows key — the one that looks like the 
Windows logo, usually situated between the Ctrl and Alt keys on the bottom left 
of your keyboard. At this point you should see icons for SPSS, SPSS License 
Authorization Wizard, WinBUGS and Learn Bayes. 


If you are looking for the uninstall options then press Ctrl + Tab and the Start 
screen Apps view will be displayed, with all the uninstall options visible under the 
relevant application group. 


2 Installing the software 


The software for the module is provided on a DVD-ROM. This DVD-ROM 
includes the following items. 


© Data sets for use with the Introduction to statistical modelling and Computer 
Books 1 to 4. 


© The statistical programs SPSS, LearnBayes and WinBUGS. 
(Data sets required only for the TMAs are available through the M249 website.) 


Installing the software is described below. Please note that, after installing SPSS, 
it must be authorized online. Thus, towards the end of the installation procedure, 
you will be asked to connect to the internet to authorize SPSS. We strongly 
recommend that this is done as part of the installation procedure. If for 
some reason you cannot connect to the internet during the installation, you can 
install the software but you will need to connect to the internet later to authorize 
SPSS. How to do this is described in Section 5. Alternatively you can set up a 
temporary two-week licence as described in Section 6. 


To install the software, proceed as follows. 
O Exit from any Windows programs that may be running on your computer. 
© Insert the DVD-ROM into the DVD drive on your computer. 


Your computer may recognize the disk, in which case the installer will start 
automatically. If this does not happen then press the Windows key and R 
together to open the Run dialogue box. (The Windows key is the one with the 
Windows logo on it, typically found between the Ctrl and Alt keys on the bottom 
left of your keyboard.) 


© Inthe Open field of the Run dialogue box, type 
<drivename>:\setup.exe 


where <drivename> is the name of the DVD drive on your computer. For 
example, if the DVD drive is D, type: D:\setup.exe. Then click on OK. The 
installer will then start. 


The Select Components dialogue box has two areas, labelled Data sets and 
Software, each containing a list of items with check boxes. The software will 
install all the components that have been selected. By default, all the check boxes 
are selected: when you first install the software, you should leave all check boxes 
selected in this way. 


© Click on Next and work through the subsequent dialogue boxes until you 
reach the Authorizing SPSS dialogue box. 


We strongly recommend that you accept all the defaults. 


© When you reach the Authorizing SPSS dialogue box, you should connect 
to the internet. When you are connected, click on the Internet is 
connected box and then on Next. 


© Work through the remaining dialogue boxes by clicking on Next and finally 
on Finish to complete the installation. 


Again, we strongly recommend that you accept all the defaults. In 
particular, if you change the default folder in which WinBUGS is installed, 
you will have to create your own shortcut, as described in Section 4. 


3 Locating the components 


After the installation is complete, remove the DVD-ROM from the drive and 
locate the various components you have installed, as follows. 


By default, the data sets are located in the M249 Data Files folder within 
Documents (or My Documents). Find this folder now and note its contents: 
these should include several subfolders containing the data sets. 


Click on Start within the main toolbar. You should find the SPSS icon on the 
Start menu. Alternatively, locate it within Programs on the Start menu. 


You may wish to check that your SPSS licence has been correctly authorized. To 
do this, navigate to SPSS within the IBM folder in C:\Program Files (or 
wherever you have installed SPSS) and locate the file showlic.exe. Double-click 
on this file. Within the message displayed you will find the expiry month for your 
licence, which should be later than the end of the module. If it is not, then your 
licence has not been correctly updated and you should run the authorization 
program described in Section 5. 


Finally, locate the icons for WinBUGS (it looks a bit like a beetle) and 
LearnBayes on your desktop. 


4 Creating a shortcut for WinBUGS 


If you have not installed WinBUGS in the default folder, namely C:\Program 
Files\WinBUGS14 (or C:\Program Files (x86)\WinBUGS14 if you have a 
64-bit system), then the installer will not have placed a shortcut on your desktop. 
You can create a shortcut manually as follows. 


© Open the folder in which you have installed WinBUGS and locate the file 
WinBUGS14.exe. 


© Place the mouse pointer on this file and click the right-hand mouse button. 


© Click on Create Shortcut. This will create a shortcut called Shortcut to 
WinBUGS14.exe. 


© Drag the shortcut onto your desktop using your mouse. 


© Right-click on the shortcut, click on Rename and alter the name of the 
shortcut to WinBUGS14. 


5 Authorizing SPSS 


If you have not run the SPSS authorization program as part of the installation 
procedure, you can run it separately as described here. Note that you will 
need to connect to the internet during this procedure. 


© In Windows XP, hold down the Shift key on your keyboard and insert the 
M249 DVD-ROM into the DVD drive of your computer. (If you do not hold 
down the Shift key, the Welcome dialogue box of the set-up program will 
appear. If it does appear, click on Cancel.) 


© Press the Windows key and R together to open the Run dialogue box. 
© Inthe Open field of the Run dialogue box, type 


<drivename>:\authorize.exe 


where <drivename> is the name of the DVD drive on your computer. For 
example, if the DVD drive is D, type D:\authorize.exe. Then click on OK. 
The authorization program will then start. 


© Click on Next twice to obtain the Authorizing SPSS dialogue box. 


© Now you should connect to the internet. Once you are connected, click on the 
Internet is connected box, and then on Next. 


© Work through the remaining dialogue boxes by clicking on Next and finally 
on Finish to complete the authorization procedure. 


Checking that your SPSS licence has been correctly authorized is described in 
Section 3. 


6 Obtaining a temporary licence 


You can obtain a temporary licence for SPSS that will last for two weeks. To do 
this, open the Start menu and select the IBM SPSS Statistics 21 License 
Authorization Wizard. Click on Next, then select the Enable for 
temporary usage option and click on Next. On the Temporary Usage 
screen, click on the folder icon, highlight the temp.txt file and click on Open, 
then Next. You should see a message that your temporary usage period is 
enabled. Click on Finish to exit the License Authorization Wizard. 


7 Windows Security Alert 


The first time you run SPSS you may see a Windows Security Alert (if you have 
the Windows Firewall running), or a similar alert from your own firewall, relating 
to Java. Please ensure that the Private networks option is ticked and click on 
the Allow access button. 


8 Reinstalling components 


At some stage, you may need to reinstall a single component of the software — 
for example, if you overwrite or delete a data set by mistake. To do this, insert 
the M249 DVD-ROM in the appropriate drive as described in Section 2. When 
you reach the Select Components dialogue box, deselect the components you 
do not wish to reinstall by clicking on them, leaving ticks only next to the 
components you do wish to reinstall. Then continue as described in Section 2. 


9 Removing components 


At the end of the module, you may wish to remove some or all of the software 
components for M249. Before removing any components, make sure you 
have saved any files you wish to retain. Removing the software is described 
below. 


Removing SPSS: for Windows XP or Windows Vista, use the Windows 
Add/Remove program, which you can access from the Control Panel (which 
may be reached by clicking on Settings on the Start menu). For Windows 7, use 
Programs and Features, which you can access by clicking on Control Panel 
in the Start menu. 


Removing WinBUGS: delete the WinBUGS folder and all its contents. This 
folder is located within the Program Files folder (or wherever you installed it). 


Removing LearnBayes: go to M249 within Programs on the Start menu and 
select Uninstall LearnBayes. 


M249 data files: delete the M249 Data Files folder within Documents (or 
My Documents). 


10 Obtaining help 


If you encounter problems with the software installation, first check carefully that 
you have followed the procedure described here. Also check the News section of 
the module website (see the M249 Guide) in case there are any relevant late 
announcements. 


If your software installation problem is not resolved, you should then contact the 
OU Computing Helpdesk. See the M249 Guide for further details. 


Queries related to use of the software (rather than its installation) should be 
directed to your tutor in the first instance. Additional tutorial help may also be 
available: see the M249 Guide for details.
